POTATO STORAGE HINTS 

Successful potato storage is 
mainly based on the proper control 
of temperature and ventilation, 
says P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture with the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. Only by 
recording the temperature can a 
check be kept on what is happen¬ 
ing in the cellar or storage room. 

A warm, humid condition — 10 
to 14 days at 65 degrees F. — and 
controlled ventilation will cure 
cut or bruised potatoes. If, how¬ 
ever, disease is present, the crop 
should be dried off as quickly as 
possible and given maximum 
ventilation. 

Potatoes soon develop a sweet 
flavor if they are held for very 
long below 36 degrees F. A tem¬ 
perature between 38 and 40 de¬ 
grees is ideal for storing potatoes. 
Earthen floors with slatted wood 
covering and inside walls which 
are slatted will help to keep a 
high and steady humidity in ad¬ 
dition to allowing the air to circu¬ 
late thoroughly. 

In the case of concrete floors, 
the humidity can be increased by 
putting two inches of insulation 
vermiculite or shredded peat moss 
on the floor and covering it with a 
slatted wooden over-floor which 
should be kept moist with an oc¬ 
casional sprinkling of water 
Onions, flower bulbs and squashes 
are about the only commonly- 
stored garden produce that does 
not benefit from a high relative 
humidity — about 75 to 95 percent.
